OF SUICIDE

ERNEST KUMMEL SUPPOSED TO

HAVE COMMITTED SUICIDE BE
CAUSE OF ACTIONS PREVIOUS TO
DISAPPEARANCE

Etnet Kummel's body Was reeovetcd
from the river on Monday at Knnppton,
and at the inquest aeveral reasons were
ndduced to sulwtantiute the theory of
suicide. The man it will lie rementliercd

If he had cried out the night watchman
could have rendered immediate assist-
ance.
